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America’s Big Battles 

Great battles in America are in prospect 
in the next few weeks. Blitz moves, counter- 
attacks, aerial warfare, and all the other tech- 
niques of a great campaign will show in all 
their fury. 

But the great battles over here will cause 
no bloodshed (except for a nosebleed), and no 
suffering (except for the torment of the losers). 
The battles here are the football games and the 
World Series baseball contest. 

Great crowds will yell for blood and action, 
but what they want will be a game-winning 
home run or a winning touchdown pass. The 
warfare here will be conducted by iron-bound 
rules and woe unto the umpires or referees 
who make a poor decision. And when the great 
combat is over, the turf on the gridiron and 
the sod on the diamond still will be green and 
fertile. 

For us fortunate Americans, the classic con- 
tests bring relief from the monotony of summer 
toil, give us new champions and heroes to 
admire, make us youths, in spirit if not in body. 
For all this the cost is but a few well-spent 
collars. 

The great series and the gridiron tussles 
usher in a new season of the year, no matter 
what the weatherman may say. It is the time 
to change apparel, to forget the uncomfortable 
heat of the summer, and to put aside for a 
whole year the dog days of August. No days 
of the year are quite like those which flutter 
the pennants in the stadiums or the Stars and 
Stripes in the league parks. 

Over here we call the October classic the 
World Series. But is it the world series when 
more than half the globe is locked in the fight- 
to-the-death struggle of brutality? In New 
York a large group of rooters may feel sure 
the Yanks will be the world champs. A madman 
in Germany is trying to prove he is champion 
of the world. 

Our attention must be divided between two 
great contests, one between nations, the other 
between teams of athletes. We are becoming 


dreadfully tired of the first match. As specta- 
tors, we want to put an end to the holocaust. 


But we welcome our football and baseball. 
Year after year we are eager for the opening 
f the campaigns. How: we wish we could teach 
the world to match foes the way we do—to 
fight with balls instead of bullets.

Ten Years of War 


Ten years ago, this coming Thursday, 
World War II began. Few persons recognized 
it, and those who did fought desperately to 
arouse the nations of the world to meet the 
threat. One lone voice, that of Henry L. Stim- 
son, then secretary of state and now secretary 
of war in the United States cabinet, was raised 
above all others. His prophecies have proved 
only too true. | 

For when the troops of the Japanese em- 
pire invaded Manchuria on September 18, 
1931, they embarked on an adventure which 
has led to the bloody clashes across the length 
and breadth of the globe today. It was the 
first break in the dam of Versailles, the first 
crack in the wall of pledges culminating in 
the Kellogg-Briand Pact. The free nations of 
the world would not act. The brigands of 
Europe recognized their opportunity, and 
seized it, finding their great force met with 
great force only when Hitler marched into 
Poland. 

Stimson, in 1931 and early in 1932, strove 
mightily to obtain the support of the British 
and of the League of Nations in isolating 
Japan and enforcing its withdrawal from 
Manchuria. But. that was the heyday’ of 
pacifism, of the impotent League of Nations, 
of the sterile British politicians. The United 
States could, or would, not act alone. Japan 
went ahead and completed her conquest, the 
sole penalty being that most nations of the 
world did not recognize the change in sov- 
ereignty. 

From Manchuria, aggression marched the 
long road to war in Ethiopia, in Austria, in 
Czechoslovakia, Poland, Norway, Denmark, 
Holland, Rumania, Bulgaria, Yugoslavia, 
Greece, Russia and... the end may not yet 
be in sight. 

China still stands and fights. Hers was 
the first battle of the second World War. She 
has fought for 10 years, valiant, united now 


and strong. 
Can the appeasers understand this pattern? 


Returned observers tell us the average 
Italian has lost his old awe of the Duce, and 
any day some irreverent passerby is expected 
to bawl, “Hey, Curly!” 


“All Quiet in Oslo” 


The German army of occupation, backed by 
the government of the unspeakable Quisling, 
has been having trouble in Norway. There have 
been outbreaks of violence by Norwegian 
patriots, strikes and numerous instances of 
sabotage. 


Now, however, the Quisling government 


reports “all quiet” in Oslo, the capital city. 


To achieve that quiet, two of Norway’s 
leading trade union officials were executed by 
a German firing squad. German troops have 
surrounded the Oslo area and Quisling’s men 
have taken over control of all workers and 
employers organizations. All scout organiza- 
tions, including the Boy Scouts and the Salva- 
tion Army Scouts, have been dissolved. And, 
finally, a state of seige has been declared. 

“All quiet in Oslo.” Probably while the mailed 
fist holds the helpless Norwegians in its 
relentless grasp. : 

“The Germans will not stand for any fool- 
ing,’ warns Professor Biger Meidell, Norwegian 
minister of welfare. 

But how long will it remain “all quiet in 
Oslo.” There are daily growing evidences of 
unrest, of resistance, or coming uprising in the 
unhappy countries which have been seized by 
the Nazis. 

The day is not far distant when even Ger- 
many’s iron grip will not keep the suffering 
populations all quiet. Then will come the days 
of retribution, of regained freedom. 

It will not be “all quiet in Oslo” for long.

Georgia Editors Say: 


RURAL ELECTRIFICATION INCREASES, 
(From The Athens Banner-Herald.) 


Rural electrification has shown a marked in- 
crease during the last decade—that is from 1930 
to 1940. The consumers of electricity have more 
than doubled in number in 16 scattered states. 

These 16 states had a total of 1,523,378 farms, 
or one-fourth of all the farms of the nation. Of 
these, 696,775 were lighted by electricity in 1940 
compared with 303,332 in 1930. The percentage 
of farms using electric lighting was 45.7 in 1940 
compared with 20.1 in 1930. 


Of the 696,775 electrically lighted farm dwell- 


. ings, 624,272 obtained light from power lines and 


72,503 had individual home lighting plants. 


In addition to showing the number and pro- 
portion of farm dwellings actually using electric 
lights, the census revealed the number and pro- 
portion of farm dwellings located within a quar- 
ter-mile of electric distribution lines. The num- 
ber of such farms was 843,693 out of the total of 
1,523,378. Therefore, approximately 210,000 farm 
dwellings located within a quarter-mile of power 
lines did not use power line lighting. 


The use of electricity in rural sections has 
grown in favor with the farm people, and in all 
sections of the country there is a growing demand 
for this commodity which means so much for the 
convenience and comfort of the people living in 
isolated communities.

The German hope, as most observers believe, was 


that with Russia conquered before snow flies, peace terms could 
be offered at the expense of Russia so favorable to Great Britain 
that she could not afford to refuse them. 

There was the hope also that Germany’s reappearance as the 
arch enemy of Communism would cause a swing of British and 
American popular opinion in her favor, and that Japan might 
seize the occasion to jump on Russia’s back.

For an hour it played beautiful 
records, starting itself, changing its tunes, playing them over and 
over in perfect rotation, adding beauty to the party, giving pleas- 
ure to the guests without the slightest effort on the part of the 
hostess. After dessert, while coffee was being served, the phono- 
graph switched off and we listened to an address from England 
through the medium of the same instrument. 

No one was particularly impressed by the ease and dexterity 
with which the musical. robot conducted itself. It didn’t seem 
magical. All accepted its offering without ostentation. 

“My, my, my,” I mused, “what’s the world coming to? Here I 
sit, and with complacency, let the wonders of sound go in one ear 
and out the other without the slightest show of emotion, 1 am ex- 
periencing a miracle and don’t know it.”

One hundred years ago, or more, newly settled immigrants 
wrote to their relatives and friends in Europe: “We have. found 
Paradise. We never see an Official or a unifor m : 

m. A Man can go 
where he pleases and do as he pleases, and nobody interferes or 
cares. Come over here where a man can be free and get ahead.” 

New immigrants came, from every land in Europe. So long 
as the west remained undeveloped, they scattered over the country 
and lived among the natives. Most of them quickly learned Ameri- 
can speech and ways. 

some were too old to learn new customs, but the young ones 
soon became typical American kids; and later it was not unusual 
to find a community leader whose grandparents never had learned 
to speak English. 

America was a true melting pot in those days. Immigrants from 
all lands became “typical Americans” and every man felt equal to 
his neighbor. 

Everybody believed in free speech and a free press—in part, at 
Jeast—because they all believed in the same things. They had come 
here to find political and religious freedom and equality, and all 
were rebels against regimentation. 

As the west settled up and settled down, the new arrivals quit 
scattering. They flocked to regions that were clamoring for cheap 
labor, or they settled in coastal cities among people from their 
native lands. 

Thus in several localities, and especially in New York, _little 
foreign lands were established in the midst of America. In New 
York today there are many foreign sections—nations within a nation 
—where the people speak their native tongue, read newspapers in 
their native language, and cling to their old-country standards, be- 
liefs and interests. In movie houses they watch Nazi pictures and 
cheer Hitler, or watch Communist pictures and cheer Stalin's efforts 
to destroy the Christian religion. 

These people are not Americans, and never will be. They enjoy 
America’s freedom, but they have no intention of being absorbed 
by America. They call this their country, but they dream of re- 
shaping it to their pattern instead of reshaping themselves to its 
pattern, 

Men like Knudsen, though born abroad, become true and great 
Americans. The other kind never become Americans simply be- 
cause they refuse to be assimilated. They remain an irritant and 
a danger, like a foreign substance in the human body. 

There would be no America if all immigrants had behaved that 
way. And we cannot be one people until a way is found to make 
the holdouts wish to play ball.
